Wild Demonstration. 

Announcement of the decision, 
“We find Roy Garr not guilty,” 
set off a wild demonstration, both 
in the tiny courtroom and in the 
business section of this wealthy 
little bluegrass town, where the 
61-year-old general was cut down 
by bullets September 20 on the 
eve of his second trial on a charge 
of killing Mrs. Taylor, his attrac- 
tive fiancee. 

Despite the admonition of Judge 
Charles C. Marshall, who also had 

ed at Denhardt’ s first trial, 
hundreds of spectators burst into 
@pplause and were joined ‘several 
minutes later by hundreds of 
townsfolk, the word of the verdict 
having spread like wildfire 
through the town. 

Judge Marshall and Sheriff For- 
rest Barnes rapped for order. 

| Verdict Is Cheered. 

After a measure of order had 
been restored, Judge Marshall 
polled each juror and each in turn 
answered “not guilty.” The enthu- 
siastic throng cheered each re- 
sponse. 

After the last juror had been 
polled, the crowd rushed to con- 
gratulate both Roy and Jack, who 
was freed earlier in the day. Dep- 
uty sheriffs had to force a passage 
through the milling throng to per- 
mit the Garrs and their nieces, 
Mrs. Mary Pryor Brown and Miss 
Frances Taylor, daughters of Mrs. 
Taylor, to leave the courtroom.

Twenty-one lottery “big shots,” 
indicted by ‘the Fulton county 
grand jury Thursday, entered 
pleas of guilty in superior court 
yesterday, professed that they 
would “go straight” from now on, 
and were let off with fines and 


suspended sentences. 

The “bug” bosses, indicted after 
an exhaustive 60-day probe into 
organized rackets in Atlanta, gave 
their “word of hunor” not to go 
back into their vacated lottery ac- 
tivities. 

Admitting their guilt to the 
court, the so-called “higher ups” 
—19 white men and two negroes 
—in repentant tones declared they 
had ceased operation entirely, that 
they were ready to become law- 
abiding citizens. 

Andrews Satisfied. 

Special Prosecutor E. E. An- 
drews informed the court he would 
be satisfied with fines and sus- 
pended sentences, in answer to 
the court’s query as to whether 
such a penalty. would serve as suf- 
ficient to put a check to the lottery 
and allied rackets. 

Judge Edgar E.. Pomeroy, who 
took the bench to hear the pleas 
in the absence of Judge E. D. 
Thomas, was hesitant about ex- 
cusing with fines and suspended 
sentences the lottery men whom 
the grand jury had run to ground 
after 60 days of arduous investi- 
gation. 

Judge Thomas, who was to hear 
the pleas, was critically ill at his 
home following a heart attack. 

Ten fines of $1,000 were impos- 
ed on the so-called “big shots,” 
while 11 others received lesser 
fines of $500 and $250.

Hon. E. D. Thomas, 
Judge, Fulton Superior Court. 

WHEREAS, in accordance with 
the charge given us by the Court, 
this Grand Jury has made an in- 
vestigation of the lottery racket, 
known as the “bug.” We respect- 
fully make this our report to the 
Court, as a special presentment: 

We have made an extensive 
study of this racket, and wish to 
take this opportunity to commend 
Assistant Solicitor E. E. Andrews 
for his untiring efforts and the 
splendid manner in which he has 
co-operated with the Grand Jury 
in its investigation. He has done 
an excellent job, and through his 
efforts we were enabled to return 
true bills against the larger op- 
erators. It is our recommenda- 
tion that those operators against 
whom indictments are returned, 
be brought to speedy trial and 
punished by the courts as evidence 
will permit. 

We believe that the backbone 
of the lottery game has been bro- 
ken and if the policy is adopted of 
putting writers, pick-up men and 
operators under very heavy bonds 
and heavy fines and straight chain 
gang sentences for second offend- 
ers, we feel that this racket will | 
be definitely stopped. It is also 
suggested that lottery cars be con- 
fiscated and sold just as is now 
done with liquor cars. 

"We feel that the public is not 
fully aware of the seriousness of 
this racket and strongly urge and 
recommend that the general pre- 
sentments of this Grand Jury be 
fully and carefully read by all 
geod citizens. To the average per- | 
sén playing the “bug,” it is just) 
an innocent lark and he does not | 
realize the consequences. 

With all the publicity that has 
been given on this racket, we be- 
lieve the time has now come to 
fine players when caught with 
tickets, and the fines in this case 
should also be heavy.

FIGHT TAX RULING 


Seek To Restrain County 
From Collecting $250,- 
000 on Intangibles 


Twenty-eight national insur- 
ance companies filed injunction 
proceedings in Fulton superior 
court yesterday to restrain the 
Fulton county board of tax asses- 
sors from attempting to collect 
$250,000 in taxes on intangibles in 
this. county. 


The plaintiff insurance compa- 
nies name the Fulton county tax 
receivers and collectors along with 
the assessors and charge that the 
attempted assessment violates both 
state and federal constitutions. 

Judge Hugh M. Dorsey signed 
a.temporary order and made the 
hearing returnable October 29. 

Collection Threatened. 

The tax assessors had notified 
the insurance companies that un- 
less a return was made on the 
intangibles, including notes, deeds 
and mortgages on real estate in 
Fulton county, they would pro- 
ceed with collection immediately, 
beginning October 22. 

Charging the assessment, cov- 
ering a period of years from 1931 
through 1937, violates “due proc- 
ess” laws of federal and state con- 
stitutions, the insurance compa- 
nies further branded as illegal the 
assessors’ threat to assess the full 
market value of the intangible as- 
sets. 

Fulton county, in levying in- 
tangible tax, assesses up to 15 per 
cent of the market values where 
a return is made. The tax asses- 
sors, the petition sets out, had 
threatened to proceed to collect 
full 100 per cent value unless a 
return was made by the compa- 
nies. 

Deny Return Mandatory. 

The insurance Companies claim 
they do not have to make a re- 
turn because the notes and deeds 
and other paper held in security 
of real estate in this county are 
held in homé@ offices in other 
states. 

The intangibles the tax asses- 
sors are attempting to tax are not 
used in the transaction of their 
business in Fulton county, the in- 
surance companies added. 

Homer Gullatt, member of the

NEW SUPER-LINER 
CONTRACT SIGNED 


U. S. To Spend $15,750,000 


To Replace Leviathan. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—()— 
The government took a major 
step today in its effort to subsi- 
dize a revival of the American 
merchant marine, signing a $15,- 
750,000 contract for construction 
of a successor to the famous old 
liner Leviathan. 

Construction of the ship, the 
largest ever built in American 
yards, will begin at once, Chair- 
man Kennedy said. It will be a 
twin screw, combination mail, 
passenger and cargo liner, with a 
displacement of 34,000 tons at low 
draft. It will have an overall 
length of 723 feet, a breadth of 92 
feet, a depth to promenade deck 
of 75 feet, and a speed of about 
22 knots an hour. It will contain 
accommodations for about 1,200 
passengers and a crew of 630 and, 
Kennedy said, will be the safest 
liner afloat.

ROAD TO NEW TAXES 


President Kade It Is Not 
Known Whether They'll | 
Be Needed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(4)— 
A statement by President Roose- 
velt left the way open today for 
new taxes. 

Mr. Roosevelt said at his press 
conference that it had not been 
determined whether new levies 
would be necessary. 

Earlier, he had forecast that the 
federal budget, out of kilter since 
1930, would be balanced in the 
next fiscal year, which starts July 

1938. He had said he thought 
this could be accomplished with- 
out additional taxation.

Mr. Roosevelt replied that this

EL PASO, Texas, Oct. 22.—(?) 
The international boundary bris- 
tled with guns tonight as embat- 
tled Texas ranchers fought off 
cotton raiders in a new version 
of the southwest’s bloody rustlers’ 
ars. A 
Paid riflemen and heavily arm- 
ed officers patrol the Rio Grande 
border rancheg as they did in the 
days of the cattle wars—but now 
they’re guarding cotton fields. 

Several cotton rustlers have 
been killed. At least two bloody 
gun battles have been fought 
within the past 10 days, but there 
have been no captures. 

Battlefront of the cotton rus- 
tling racket—offspring of nearly 
defunct cattle and liquor smug- 
gling operations—is the Fabens 
Island area along the Rio Grande, 
35 miles east of El Paso, and 
comprising 3,000 acres of rich cot- 
ton land which produces nearly 
three bales to the acre. 

Sheriff’s posses and federal im- 
migration officers alone have 
found it almost impossible to pa- 
trol the twisting bottle neck of 
the Rio Grande there effectively. 
Quick shooting mercenaries of the 
ranchers have joined the officers. 

Raiders steal across the border 
in groups of 30 or 40. Under the 
protecting muzzles of riflemen 
hidden in the surrounding sand- 
hills across the border, they strip 
the fields of cotton bolls and fade 
back over the boundary.

THE CURSE OF PROHIBITION 
The Fulton county grand jury, after many 
weeks spent in a thorough investigation of 
crime and racketeering in Atlanta and the ad- 
jacent territory, recommends In special pre- 
sentments that the state prohibition law be 
repealed. 

“All crime is rooted in the illicit sale of 
liquor,” holds the jury, urging that the “bone- 
dry” laws be wiped from the statute books and 
state control of the liquor traffic substituted. 


The jury has listened to a long parade of 
witnesses who have recited the inside story of 
crime in this community. The origin of every 
form of crime has been traced to the bootleg- 
ging racket. 

Georgia is discovering that the attempt to 
control appetite by law merely sets up a new 
structure of outlawry. Prohibition, national or 
state, creates a huge money stake to tempt the 
cupidity of reckless men and women whose fer- 
tile imaginations constantly devise new means 
to reap the harvest of crime. 

The only way to end the growing plague of 
criminal rackets in Atlanta and Georgia is to 
take away the prize for criminal success. That 
prize is the money made out of the illicit traffic 
in liquor. 

Good citizens everywhere stand for strict en- 
forcement of the law. But prohibition has 


proven, beyond argument, that laws which go 


contrary to the age-old customs of man are 
unenforceable. i ea | 

It is conceivable that repeal would not be 
best for some of the rural counties of the state. 
In counties where prohibition is workable, large- 
ly because their small population makes it im- 


possible for criminals to operate, repeal would 


have no effect. le 

But it is convincingly evident that prohi- 
bition constitutes the greatest menace to life 
and decency in the cities. Every one of the 
larger cities of Georgia has learned the lesson 
emphasized in the stand of the Fulton grand 
jury. 

The dry laws should be repealed—for the 
good, even, of those rural counties—for they 
inevitably are affected by crime conditions in 
the cities. 

From these counties come the boys and girls 
to Atlanta, to Savannah, Augusta, Macon and 
other cities, and all too often fall into evil 
ways. The criminal elements of the cities, in 
turn, overflow from the urban centers and 
contaminate the rural counties themselves. 
Through the villages flows the stream of illegal 
liquor and on the country roads the hijacker 
turns his deadly menace against the whisky 
runner. | 

Today, with modern roads webbing the state, 
with fast automobile transportation, the coun- 
try and city cannot stay aloof from each other. 
What injures one brings sorrow to the other 
and the evil that finds its roots in the boot- 
legging hideouts of the big city spreads its 
contaminating hand into the most remote rural 
communities. 

Remove the prohibition law from the state 
statute books and there will no longer be any 
reason for bootlegging and its rich monetary 
Stakes. Take away the illegal profits of the 
bootlegger and the racketeer, the lottery men, 
the organized gangs of criminal desperadoes, 
will be deprived of their capital. 

Substitute intelligent and rigid state con- 
trol of liquor, and there will again be a chance 
for officers of the law to stamp out the grow- 
ing canker of organized crime. Legalization of 
liquor will bring badly needed revenue to the 
state, but this is, after all, a minor considera- 
tion. 

The great reason for dry law repeal, a rea- 
son before which all others fade into insig- 
nificance, is that it will take the financial

and the state. 
And it will make possible the upbuilding of 


@ more temperate people through education, . 


which is, after all, the only road that leads to 
true temperance. 


This Fulton county grand jury, under the 


leadership of the solicitor general, has per- 
formed an outstanding service in breaking up 
the bug racket, which for several years has 
boldly looted the gullible people of the city. 

It renders equally outstanding service in call- 
ing to the attention of the state the part which 
the prohibition law plays in crime conditions 
of all kinds.

World consumption in 1936, 
outside of America, was 23,000,000 bales while 
world production, exclusive of America, was 
19,500,000 bales. And constmption cannot be as 
great this year. ‘ : 

High tariffs handicap all American business, 
including the farm industry, by. erecting a wall 
which keeps foreign made goods out of this 
country and thereby prevents would-be foreign 
purchasers of our products from creating a 
trade balance wherewith to buy. 

If Representative Owen can succeed in his 
announced determination to insist on a drastic 
reduction in the tariff.on the things the farmer 
has to buy, he will have contributed to the solu- 
tion of the farm problem something immeasur- 
ably greater than all the temporary subsidies, 
bounties, doles or what not that can be paid 
out of the United States treasury. And that 
treasury is, literally, the collective pocket of all 
taxpayers, farmers included.

NORRIS HEADS SOUTHERN

NATION OF TEA DRINKERS

They 
simply cannot understand the frame of mind or 
the physical construction of human béings who 
will pause long enough to enjoy the art of con- 
versation while partaking of the nation’s favorite

In one section of the United States, where the 
background is distinctly foreign, the people have 
always enjoyed a life devoted to drinking leisure- 

a beverage which, along with their conversa- 
tion, is a masterpiece. The name of Louisiana and 
the most potable coffee in the world are synony- 
mous. The drinkers quaff their coffee and enjoy 
pleasant conversation. 

On the contrary, most Americans gulp their 
potions. It is true that there are drinks in this 
country which produce conversation, but the talk 


is characterized more by garrulity and incoherence 


than that of the English tea-tables, German beer 
gardens, and French cafes. 

As hard as it is to admit, America’s saloons and 
soda fountains do not compare favorably with the 
continental counterparts, when it comes to the 
matter .of enjoying the lost art arid social grace 
of conversation. .

Narragansett. race track, operated 
by a cunning and audacious little 
promoter from Massachusetts 
named Walter O’Hara, who pros- 
pered so highly in the horse busi- 
ness that he jumped into Rhode 
Island politics and bought a news- 
paper with which to advance his 
political program. 

Mr. O’Hara apparently wants to 
become the political boss of the 
state, which, though small, is very 
rich. He easily captured the mu- 


nicipal administration of Paw- 
tucket, where the horse ‘park lies. 

Knowing this, Governor Quinn 
was afraid the local police might 
attack the state police if he moved 
them in to close the race track in 
retaliation for the published in- 
sult. But he was determined to 
punish O’Hara, whom he described 
in a radio address as “an unscrup- 
ulous and ruthless individual,” so 
he invoked the authority of his 
office to declare martial law and 
send in the soldiers. He says he 
figures that if he keeps the track 
closed until November 11, the last 
day of the scheduled season, 
O’Hara will be out so much money 
that he will lose his paper and 
an control of the track as 
well. 


There are five charges 

in the complaint 
Charges against O'Hara. They 
accuse him of embezzlement, mis- 
use of horsemen’s funds, interfer- 
ence with the racing authorities, 
obstruction of the auditors and 
“blasphemous and libelous attacks 
upon the Governor.” The last item 
is the one which brings into issue 
the freedom of the press, and Gov- 
ernor Quinn frankly says that 
though his political career 
ruined he will not permit the track 
to operate as long as it is con- 
trolled by the man who called him 
a swearword liar. 

Of course, the personal and po- 
litical enmity amounts to more 
than just that. The Governor also 
says he has_ received threats 
against his children from persqns 
whom he associates with the race 
track; he says two justices of the 
state supreme court are partial to 
the horse park faction, and he in- 
sists that O’Hara’s paper is of such 
a character as to deserve no sym~ 
pathy from those who cherish the 
freedom of the printed word. 

And it is, in very truth, an un-

ing been caused by elixir of sul- 
fanilamide. 

Ben Todd, clerk of the United 
States district court at Jackson, 
Miss., said a deputy marshal seiz- 
ed and confiscated two bottles of 
the elixir at a local wholesale 
drug house there yesterday after- 
noon, 

E. C. Boudreaux, chief of the 
New Orleans office of the depart- 
ment of commerce’s food and drug 
administration also announced last 
night the launching of a five-state 
fight to curb the distribution of 
sulfanilamide elixir. He said: 

“In co-operation with health of- 
ficials of- Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, parts of Texas and Flor- 
ida, our inspectors are trying to 
get the preparation off the market. 
We are trying to get preschiptions 
from patients to whom they have 
been issued. We have been en- 
gaged in this activity for more 
than a week, having dropped ev- 
erything else for it.” 


McManus said he had received 
one “indirect” report of a death 
from the poisoning in Lamar 
county. 

He also declared that one of his 
agents was trying late yesterday 
to locate a family whose child had 
been given a prescription contain- 
ing the “elixir” by a north Geor- 
gia pharmacist. When the phar- 
macist reported he had given some 
of the drug in a prescription, it 
was found that the child’s parents 
had moved. 

“The child, of course, may or 
may not be injured by taking his 


~ |medicine,” McManus said, “but we 


are doing all in our power to lo- 
cate the family.” 

There were 150 reported ‘ship- 
ments of the “elixir” into Georgia 
at the time the American Medical 
Association warned against the 
drug, which the association said 
apparently caused nine deaths in 
Tulsa, Okla., and six deaths -in 
Mt. Olive, Miss. Dr. S. E. Mas- 
sengil, manufacturer of the “elix- 
ir,” has warned druggists through- 
out the nation to stop selling the 
compound. 

“While in most cases druggists 
and doctors in cities have stop- 
ped the sale and use of the drug 
during the past few days, there 
are some lots still out,” McManus 
reported. “Since many samples 
were sent to country doctors, 
many of them might be using the 
drug jand not realizing its po- 
tency. 

The state department of health 
said in a bulletin yesterday that 
only the liquid preparationof sulph- 
anilamide “seems to be danger- 
ous.” The bulletin said the drug 
has been used in tablet form in 
the treatment of infections with- 
out harmful effect. 

A definite warning was issued 
against any liquid preparation of 
the drug. 

Meanwhile, sale of sulfanila- 
mide in any form in Atlanta has 
been restricted at the request of 
the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety to persons with prescriptions 
from physicians. The tablets have 
been sold by local druggists in 
large quantities during the past six 
months for use principally in 
treatment of streptococcus infec- 
tions, meningitis and gonorrhea.

Projects Have Regenerated 
Real Estate Values, Ickes 
Points Out. 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 22.—(7)— 
Harold L. Ickes, secretary of the 
interior, told the leaders of the 
nation’s real estate business to- 


night that government subsidy 
of low-cost housing “is the best 
investment the country can make, 
both socially and economically.” 

In a prepared speech before the 
30th annual convention of the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, Ickes said that wherever 
the government has built one of 
its 27 projects, removing blighted 
areas which threatened adjoining 
‘real estate investments, the effect 
has been to regenerate real estate 
values generally. 

Start on Upgrade. 

“We can start a neighborhood 
on the upgrade,” he added. “You 
can keep it on the upgrade.” 

“Let me say emphatically that 


the. government does not want to} 


compete with private ownership 
and operation in real estate,” he 
continued. ... “But I hope that 
you realize no less keenly than do 
we that in the low-cost housing 
field there is no incentive for pri- 
vate initiative; no temptation for 
capital investment on the part of 
the individual.” 

Holding out the hope that some 
day private capital will be willing 
“to go ahead with what the gov- 
ernment is now undertaking,” 
Ickes said he would “lead the 
happy retreat” of government from 
the slum-clearance field. 

27 Housing Projects. 
_ Ickes set forth that the 27 hous- 
ing projects in 20 cities have been 
undertaken without taking away 
profitable customers from the real 
estate business: 

The association recommended 
today a modification in the na- 
tional housing act to create a cen- 
tral mortgage bank. 

A resolution urging this and 
several other modifications of the 
housing act, which set up the fed- 
eral housing administration, was 
adopted in the closing business 
session of the three-day annual 
convention. 

It set forth that the association 
was desirous of seeing the FHA’s 
“functioning made of greater 
value.”

EDITOR LORIMER 
DIES IN 70TH YEAR

H. K. Curtis who had just bought 
the Post. 

Lorimer was born in Louisville, 
Ky., October 6, 1868, the son of 
the Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer 
and Mrs. Belle Burford Lorimer. 


The family moved from Louis- 
ville to Chicago where Lorimer 
attended the public schools. He 
took courses at Yale and Colby 
College and then returned to Chi- 
cago to work for the packing firm. 
He was advanced to a $5,000-a- 
year job which he left to go to 
Boston where his father was serv- 
ing the Tremont Temple. He went 
to work for the Globe, as a re- 
porter, 


Letter to Curtis. 


His letter to Curtis asking for 
a job on the Saturday Evening 
Post in 1898 brought him the job 
on which he built his life’s career. 


The magazine held an incon- 
spicuous position in the publishing 
world and Curtis wanted to re- 
habilitate it. In one year Lorimer 
had demonstrated his qualifica- 
tions and Curtis made him editor- 
in-chief with control of the maga- 


zine’s policy. 


In 1927 Lorimer became vice : 


president of the Curtis Publish- 


ing Company; in 1932, its presi- y 


dent, and in 1934, chairman of 
the board. On January 1, 1937, 
he resigned from the post and the 
publishing company and retired. 
He announced beforehand that 


he intended to do some traveling |*; 


and writing. 

Lorimer was married in 1892 to 
Miss Alma V. Ennis, daughter of 
Judge Alfred Ennis, of Chicago. 
They had three children, Graeme, 
Burford and Georgia. 

The editor held honorary de- 
grees of doctor of laws and doctor 
of letters. Italy decorated him 
with the Order of the Crown and 
France made him a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor. He was a 
member of the Committee on Con- 
servation and Administration of 
the Public Domain. 


Among his writings are “Letters | Raion 


From a Self-Made Merchant to 
His Son,” “Old Gorgon Graham,” 
“The False Gods” and 
Spurlock, Prodigal.”

A THOUSAND NUTS ON A 
DESERT ISLAND. 

The other day I offered to 
wager 25 to 1 in each of a thou- 
sand cases that a thousand persons 
subject to habitual or chronic 
constipation and addicted to some 
special diet, enema or aperient 


medicine, will no longer require | 


such “aid” to bowel action after 
three months of absolute depri- 
vation of access to such “aids.” 

No one has offered to accept 
the wager. I thought it would be 
fairly safe to make such a wager 
or to offer to do so. Not that i 
yearn to see a lot of wretched 
mortals slowly perishing with au- 
tointoxication or any such fright, 
if wholly imaginary, fate. But I 
know the great wise-acre public 
in Yankeeland and I am confident 
I could get sufficient capital to 
underwrite the project if a few 
_ adventurers should volunteer to 
serve as the guinea pigs for the 
experiment. 

The conditions would not be so 
frightful as the thought of a 
thousand nuts on a desert island 
might suggest. Remember, they 
are to have everything they could 
have in their ordinary environ- 
ment excep: their favorite physic. 
From subjective and objective ex- 
perience I know that even the 
average badly educated layman 
can stand the strain of five days 
of worry or anxiety—that is the 
length of time usually required 
for readjustment of the normal 
rhythm after interference has 
ceased—and we'd cancel the bets 
on the few who would. go quite 
batty under the strain. We must 
remember that the thousand 
guinea pigs would necessarily be 
a bit weak in the head in order 
to qualify for the trip to the is- 
land, for after all a person of 
sound mind can hardly permit 
himself to become addicted to 
physic. No getting around the 
fact that the lower you go in 
the scale of intelligence the more 
fixed the notion that the bowels 
need constant watching and daily 
“regulation.” 

Booklet No. 25 in the Little 
Lessons series, “The Constipation 
Habit,” which sets you back a 10- 
cent coin and a stamped envelope 
bearing your address, suggests 
several substitutes for physic, 
things which favor natural or 
normal functioning of the bowel 
and help to support thé@ addict 
through the first five days after 
he swears off physic. Perhaps the 
most important thing of the kind 
is an optimal or more than suf- 
ficient daily intake of vitamins 
to supplement the ordinary diet. 
This is rather-beneficial for any- 
one who subsists on the ordinary 
diet of more or less refined foods; 
it is particularly helpful for those 
who are subject to constipation or 
digestive weakness. So I'd 
to hedge on my bet by advising 
the thousand guinea pigs to start 
taking generous rations of vita- 
mins B, G and D a few weeks 
before leaving for the island and 
to continue taking plenty of B, D 
and G while doing their stretch. 
This, I think, would give them the 
intestinal vigor they need to over-

Cut into thin 
slices, bake on greased cooky 
sheets about 12 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven—350 to 375 degrees F.

Pour out on a moistened plat- 
ter, add 1 teaspoon vanilla, cool 
slightly and cream with a broad 
spatula until you have a solid 
mass. Then knead with the hands 
until creamy. Remelt by heating 
in a double boiler, stir frequently.

Will Add $47,500,000 to 
Revenue Annually. 


WASHINGTON, ' Oct. .22.—(4)— 
The natian’s:railroads won per- 
mission from the et arecege fs , 
merce commission today to 
crease their freight rates on/a = 
lected ‘list of: major commodities. 

While the decision granted many 
of the pleas for high rates that 
had been filed by the carriers, rail 
executives immediately announced 
their dissatisfaction and said they 
would ask for more. 

The increases’ allowed will add 
$47,500,000, the commission esti- 
mated, to the income of the roads 
annually, based upon the tonnage 
hauled in 1936. The increases 
which the roads asked would have 
netted $54,000,000 on the same 
basis. 

William M. Jeffers, president of 
the Union Pacific, said the in- 
creased revenue to be expected 
would mean little to the lines and 
added that unless additional in- 
creases are granted, they may be 
“forced back into government op- 
eration.” 

Railroads Dissatisfied. 


J. J. Pelley, president of the 
Association of American Railroads, 
expressed disappointment and said 
a meeting of the organization in 
Chicago next week would discuss 
the question of a petition for an 
additional increase. 

Asserting that the income of the 
roads is still running well below 
what could be considered a “fair 
return” the commission approved 
‘the following increases: | 

Bituminous coal and*’ coke, in- 
creased ranging from three to fif- 
teen cents a ton in the western 
district and from three to 10 cents 
a ton in other districts, but term- 
inating on December 31, 1938. 

Lignite coal, an increase ranging 
from two to eight cents per ton. 

Iron, Steel Raised.

RIVERS ADDRESSES 


State Will Use’ Wealth To 
Educate Poor, Governor 
Declares. 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 22.—(P)— 
Governor Rivers told a Future 
.Farmers of America assembly to- 
day Georgia “is going to use the 
money of the rich people to edu- 
cate*the children of the poor.” 

“In other words, we are going 
to take the money from wherever 
it is and use it on the education 
of children, wherever they are,” 
the chief executive said. 

Rivers spoke in the municipal 
auditorium, where more _ than 
1,600. delegates to the first gen- 
eral assembly of the Georgia As- 
sociation of Future Farmers were 
in session. 

Rivers told the young people 
that regardless of their residence 
or financial condition, they had 
the right to expect textbooks and 
schooling on a par with children

WPA TO CHECK UP 
UN JOBLESS NEEDY 


Hopkins Springs Surprise as 
Survey Appears To Rival 
Biggers’ Census 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(7)— 
WPA sprang a surprise today by 
ordering a check-up on the num- 
ber of needy unemployed—a sur- 
vey which appeared to rival the 
coming unemployment census 
which was voted by congress. 

Harry L. Hopkins, WPA admin- 
istrator,. did not explain why he 
chose to have the study made just 
when John OD. Biggers, Toledo 
manufacturer drafted by the gov- 
ernment, is preparing for a nation- 
wide nose-count of the jobless 
next month. 

However, it was noted that if 
the Biggers census gave rise to 
any criticism of relief policies, 
Hopkins would be in a position to 
check its results against figures of 
his own. For example, if the Big- 
gers count seemed to show that 
too much (or too little) was being 
spent on relief, Hopkins might 
have statistical data to use by

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PRESIDENT ACCEPTS 
INVITATION 10 VISIT 
GAINESVILLE NOV. 25 


Roosevelt to Dedicate Monu- 
ment, Square on Way to 
Warm Springs. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today formally ac- 
cepted an invitation to go to 
Gainesville, Ga., Thanksgiving Day, 
November 25, and take part in 
ceremonies incident to the unveil- 
ing of a monument commemorat- 
ing the aid he extended in the re- 
construction of the city after the 
disastrous storm of last year, 

The invitation was extended in a 
personal interview by a delega- 
tion of prominent Georgians who 
came to Washington this morning 
for this purpose. Headed by Edgar 
B. Dunlap, of Gainesville, chair- 
man of the committee on arrange- 
ments, the delegation included 
Senator Walter F. George, Sena- 
tor Richard B. Russell Jr., Repre- 
sentative Frank Whelchel, of 
Gainesville; Lawrence’ Wood Rob- 
ert Jr., of Atlanta, former assistant 
secretary of the treasury, repre- 
senting Governor Rivers, of Geor- 
gia; Robert W. Johnson, president 
of the Chicopee Mills, of Gaines- 
ville; Albert Hardy, editor of the 
Gainesville News: Colonel Sandy 
Beaver, head of Riverside Military 
Academy, and Dr. S. V. Sanford, 
chancellor of the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia. 

Warm Springs Dinner. 

Under the program outlined for 
the President’s visit, Mr. Roose- 
velt will stop over at Gainesville 
on his way to Warm Springs, 
where he is planning to attend 
Thanksgiving dinner with the 
Warm Springs Foundation. Arriv- 
ing at Gainesville about 10 o’clock 
in the morning, he and his party 
will spend about two hours in the 
city, reviewing the reconstruction 
work accomplished and attending 
the monument dedication ceremo- 
nies before proceeding to Warm 
Springs. He is due to reach the lat- 
ter at 4 o’clock that afternoon. 

Arrangements are being made 
to accommodate one of the great- 
est crowds in the history of the 
city to welcome the President. An 
elaborate program has been drawn 
for the occasion, featured by a 
speech by Mr. Roosevelt in re- 
sponse to the dedication. 

Governor Rivers will deliver 
the welcoming address for the 
state according to the plans an- 
nounced here, to be foliowed by 
Senator Russell, who will dedicate 
the monument, erected in front of 
the Hall county courthouse. Sen- 
ator George will introduce the 
President while Representative 
Whelchel will welcome Mr. Roose- 
velt in behalf of Gainesville and 
the ninth congressional district. 
Mr. Dunlap will preside over the 
gathering as master of ceremonies. 

All Georgia Invited. 

An open invitation has been ex- 
tended to the people of Georgia to 
attend the ceremonies. Thousands 
are expected to be on hand. 

In addition to the party accom- 
panying the President on his an- 
nual pilgrimage to Warm Springs, 
Jesse Jones, director of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
which financed rehabilitation loans 
to the city, also has accepted an 
invitation to attend the ceremo- 
nies, 

Leaving Washington November 
24, the President will be accom- 
panied to Gainesville by Senator 
George, Senator Russell, Mr. Rob- 
ert, Robert Johnson and Repre- 
sentative Whelchel. 

Governors’ Conference. 

While at Warm Springs, Mr. 
Roosevelt has tentatively accepted 
an invitation to meet with the 
nine governors of the southeastern 
states incident to their program 
for the greater industrial develop- 
ment of the region. Arrange- 
ments for the meeting were made 
at a recent conference with the 
chief executive by Mr. Robert, 
who is industrial consultant to the 
Southeastern Governors’ Confer- 
ence. Mr. Roosevelt will invite 
the governors to join him. at 
Warm Springs subject to the con- 
dition that he remains at the 
Georgia resort longer than 
Thanksgiving Day. If the weath- 
er is suitable, he has indicated he 
may go on a brief fishing trip in 
the Gulf of Mexico off the Florida 
or Alabama coast. 

In the event the southeastern 
governors go to Warm Springs, the 
date tentatively set is November 
26, the day after Thanksgiving. 
Mr. Robert will confer with Mr. 
Roosevelt again within the next 
few days to discuss final arrange- 
ments for the meeting. 

In keeping with his annual cus- 
tom, the President will attend the 
annual Thanksgiving Day dinner 
of the Warm Springs Foundation, 
of which he is the honorary head. 

50,000 Expected. 

According to Mr. Dunlap, who 
is RFC counsel in Georgia, up- 
wards of 50,000 people are expect- 
ed to attend the Gainesville 
Thanksgiving Day ceremonies. 

Other features of the official 
program made known here today 
will include a review of the state 
national guard, the state highway 
patrol, R. O. T. C. units from the 
University of Georgia, Georgia 
Tech, North Georgia College 
(Dahlonega), and Riverside Mili- 
tary Academy, together with 8,- 
000 school children from Gaines- 
ville and the surrounding terri- 
tory.

Three major Georgia fires yes- 
terday exacted a toll of more than 
$110,000 in property destruction in 
Georgia. 

At Fayetteville, 350 children 
marched to safety, believing they 
were practicing a fire drill, as 
flames gained headway to destroy 
the $35,000 Fayetteville grammar 
school building. 

The historic Carithers Mill on 
the Walton county banks of the 
Apalachee river, where farmers of 
Oconee, Walton, Barrow and oth- 
er counties had taken their grains 
during more than a century to be 
milled, was destroyed in an early 
morning fire. Other’ properties 
destroyed by this fire included a 
cotton gin, eight bales of cotton, 
nearly 100 tons of cottonseed. The

A $35,000 fire at Montezuma de- 
stroyed the manufacturing plant, 
offices and warehouse of the Flint 
River Lumber Company, several 
carloads of lumber, and a storage 
house used by the Georgia Power 
Company for electrical appliances 
and other equipment.
